Housing  and  Health  Committee. 


I  beg  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  1969. 

Again  I  can  report  only  marginal  changes  in  our  vital  statistics. 
The  population  figure  has  remained  remarkably  constant  over  the  last 
ten  years.  The  highest  figure  was  43,230  (in  i960)  and  the  lowest 
41,830  (in  1961).  In  all  these  years  deaths  have  exceeded  births  in 
number  and  the  population  is  maintained  only  by  a  constant  trickle  of 
immigration.  One  assumes  that  most  of  the  immigrants  are  elderly  retired 
people.  Unfortunately  there  are  no  official  figures  available  to  con- 
firm  this. 

Prom  time  to  time  I  have  to  remind  the  Committee  and  the  public  of 
the  continuing  menance  of  lung  cancer.  It  has  recently  been  pointed  out 
in  the  medical  press  that  detailed  study  of  the  mortality  fi gures  reveals 
that  for  certain  age  groups  of  men  the  number  of  deaths  is  falling 
while  the  total  number  of  deaths  continues  to  rise.  A  study  of  the 
Scarborough  figures  seems  to  confirm  these  trends.  I  have  included 
further  notes  under  the  heading  of  Lung  Cancer  in  the  body  of  the 
report. 


The  Committee  will  see  that  notifications  of  Tuberculosis  continue 
at  about  their  usual  level,  in  spite  of  efforts  to  trace  the  sources 
of  new  cases.  In  these  efforts,  the  Mass  Miniature  Radiography  Service 
plays  an  increasingly  important  part.  It  is  therefore  with  considerable 
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disquiet  that  I  heard  that  the  Department  of  Health  were  thinking  of 
phasing  out  the  service..  It  is  difficult  to  see  how  our  present  static 
facilities  could  possibly  give  the  same  service  without  a  considerable 
increase  in  staff  and  equipment.

LUNG  CANCER 


It  has  recently  been  suggested  that  while  the  annual  total  of  deaths 
continues  to  rise,  that  for  certain  age  groups  of  men  the  number  of 
deaths  is  falling.  Figures  in  the  Registrar  Generates  Statistical 
Review  are  quoted  which  confirm  that  for  men  under  50  the  peak  of 
mortality  was  reached  in  1956  and  has  been  falling  since.  The  effect 
of  this  tendency  is  for  an  increasing  proportion  of  the  total  deaths 
to  occur  in  the  older  age  groups.

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In  order  to  reduce  the  effect  of  chance  variations  the  total  deaths 
in  Column  A  and  deaths  up  to  age  64  in  Column  B  in  the  years  1960  -  64 
inclusive,  and  1965  -  69  inclusive,  have  been  added  together  and  the 
deaths  up  to  age  64  expressed  as  a  percentage  of  the  total  deaths  in 
the  corresponding  5  years. 

These  figures  are  of  course  very  small  statistically  and  on  their 
own  they  mean  very  little.  Considered  with  the  national  figures  they 
do  seem  to  confirm  a  hopeful  trend. 

The  national  figures  for  deaths  from  lung  cancer  in  women  continue 
to  show  a  steady  increase.

The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  continued  to  be  located  at  the  William 
Street  Coach  Park  by  permission  of  the  Borough  Council  and  sessions 
were  held  from  6.15  to  7.30  p.m.  on  the  2nd  and  4th  Monday  evenings 
each  month. 

456  Males  and  679  Females  attended  the  evening  sessions  and  24 
cases  were  referred  to  The  Chest  Clinic. 

In  addition  a  further  527  Males  and  19  Females  were  examined  at 
other  sites  in  Scarborough  during  the  year  and  a  further  14  cases 
referred  to  The  Chest  Clinic.

REPORT  m  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  FOR  1969. 


The  Establishment  cont inues  to  provide  a  service  for  the  administra¬ 
tion  of  skilled  physical  treatment  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Medical 
Profession,  who  give  an  encouraging  measure  of  support.  The  greater 
number  of  patients  attending,  were  in  the  middle  to  older  age  groups 
exhibiting  the  degenerate  conditions  associated  with  the  diseases  of 
Rheumatic  Aetiology. 


The  fees  charged  are  within  the  means  of  all  classes  of  the 
community  and  the  increasing  number  of  people  participating  in  the 
various  Health  Insurance  schemes  indicates  a  demand  for  treatment 
outside  the  provisions  of  the  National  Health  Service.  The  difficulties 
of  obtaining  qualified  staff  continues,  but  we  have  again  been  able  to 
obtain  part-time  assistance  from  married  ladies  during  the  summer 
months . 


In  the  autumn  of  the  year,  the  boiler  and  plant  installed  in  1928 
was  scrapped  and  replaced  with  a  modern  oil  fired  unit.

The  Water  Engineer  kindly  provided  the  following  information  for 
inclusion  in  this  Annual  Report. 

The  Water  Supply  of  the  Borough  of  Scarborough  is  satisfactory  both 
in  quality  and  quantity;  and  does  not  show  plumbosolvent  properties. 
During  the  year  work  commenced  on  the  extension  and  renewal  of  small 
diameter  mains,  also  the  preliminary  work  on  a  new  borehole  source  of 
supply. 

Bacteriological  Tests 


A  total  of  516  samples  were  taken  from  the  distribution  system, 
(mostly  from  consumer  taps).  Of  these  9  were  found  on  the  initial 
sampling,  to  be  unsatisfactory  but  on  subsequent  re-sampling  all  were 
proved  to  be  satisfactory.  In  no  case  was  there  any  indication  that 
the  water  supplied  was  anything  but  wholesome. 

Chemical  Analyses 


28  samples  were  taken  for  chemical  analysis  during  1969. 

Total  hardness  of  Irton  Water  was  206  p.p.m.  of  which  approximately 
38.8^  was  permanent  hardness. 

Total  hardness  of  Cayton  Water  was  276  p.p.m.  of  which  approximately 
31.9%  was  permanent  hardness. 

Mains  Supply 

Only  2  dwellings  within  the  Borough  do  not  have  a  mains  water  supply. 
This  is  due  to  topographical  reasons.  At  31st  December,  1969,  a  total 
of  15,974  dwellinghouses,  flats  etc.,  were  connected  to  the  mains.  It 
is  estimated  that  a  population  of  7  has  not  a  mains  water  supply,  the 
rest  of  the  population  of  the  town  being  supplied  from  public  water 
mains. 
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I  am  indebted  to  the  Borough  Engineer  for  the  following  information 
relating  to  Sewerage  and  Housing.

Seven  nurses  are  employed  full=time  and  four  part-time  in  the  Borough 
by  the  County  Council  on  Horae  Nursing  duties.  Two  whole-time  midwives 
and  two  combined  duties  nurses  (i.e.  midwifery  and  home  nursing)  are 
also  employed  full-time. 

Health  Visiting 

Eight  whole-time  Health  Visitors/School  Nurses  operate  in  the 
Boroughs  their  duties  including  visiting  children  from  the  age  of  2 
weeks  until  15  years  of  age.  A  steadily  increasing  proportion  of  their 
time  is  spent  in  the  care  of  the  aged.  In  addition  they  attend  the 
various  clinics,  follow-up  notifications  of  infectious  diseases,  visit 
tuberculosis  patients  at  home,  investigate  social  conditions  relating 
to  applications  for  service  of  Home  Helps,  boarding  out  of  children  or 
adoption  of  children.  A  Nurse  is  also  employed  part-time  for  the 
domiciliary  visiting  of  diabetic  patients. 

Home  Help  Service 


Home  Helps  are  available  (on  application  supported  by  medical 
evidence)  to  render  temporary  assistance  in  the  homes  of  applicants  in 
the  following  categories,  viz: - 

(1)  Women  having  domiciliary  confinement;

(ii)  Persons  requiring  help  because  of  sickness 
or  pregnancy  of  housewife  or  her  absence  in 
hospital; 

(iii)  Other  cases  of  acute  illness,  particularly 
of  children  where  there  is  a  number  of 
healthy  children  to  be  cared  for,  and 

(iv)  Aged  persons  or  chronic  sick  persons. 

Ambulance  Service 

An  Ambulance  Depot  (open  day  and  night)  is  maintained  at  Dean  Road, 
Scarborough,  where  Ambulance  Service  facilities  are  available  on 
request  by  Hospital  Medical  Staff,  General  Practitioners,  Police 
Officers  and,  in  cases  of  sudden  emergency,  members  of  the  public. 
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After-care  of  Tuberculosis  and  other  Illness 


By  arrangement,  the  Scarborough  and  District  Council  of  Social 
Service  provides,  on  behalf  of  the  North  Riding  County  Council,  after¬ 
care  facilities  for  tuberculosis  patients  as  well  also  for  those 
suffering  from  other  illnesses. 

Additional  bedding,  clothing  etc. ,  can  be  provided  and  loan  of  sick 
room  equipment  obtained,  on  recommendations  by  doctors  and  or  district 
nurses.

1,917  visits  were  made  Under  the  Housing  and  Public  Health  Acts  to 
ascertain  the  fitness  of  houses  for  occupation. 

Clearance  and  Closing  Procedure. 


Three  houses,  subject  to  Closing  Orders,  were  thoroughly  repaired  and 
reconditioned,  and  the  Orders  were  revoked. 

House  repair  and  Improvement  Procedure. 

The  survey  of  houses  continued  during  the  year,  houses  in  certain 
streets  being  systematically  inspected  as  to  condition  of  repair. 
Notices  were  sent  to  owners  where  defective  structural  conditions  were 
found,  and  all  owners  were  informed  of  the  Improvement  Grant  procedure 
in  the  cases  of  houses  which  were  found  to  be  lacking  in  the  required 
amenities  -  a  bathroom  with  bath,  washbasin  and  internal  water  closet, 
a  hot  water  installation  and  a  foodstore. 

Houses  in  Columbus  Ravine,  Dean  Road,  Howard  Street,  Langdale  Road, 
Moorland  Road,  Sandringham  Street,  Tennyson  Avenue,  Trafalgar  Road, 
Trafalgar  Square  and  Trafalgar  Terrace  were  inspected,  and  the  follow¬ 
ing  is  a  summary  of  the  survey  undertaken: -

During  the  year,  twenty-one  tenants  of  houses  were  rehoused  by  the 
Corporation  on  the  owners’  undertaking  to  recondition  the  properties 
before  re**occupation.  16  houses  were  reconditioned  on  outstanding  under¬ 
takings. 
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Thirty-six  houses,  which  were  the  subject  of  application  for  improve¬ 
ment  Grants,  were  inspected.  Thirteen  houses  were  in  good  structural 
condition;  the  remainder  required  some  repairing  and  seven  of  those 
were  satisfactorily  repaired  during  the  year. 

105  complaints  regarding  miscellaneous  items  of  disrepair  and  dampness 
were  investigated.

Routine  inspection  of  food  premises  was  again  undertaken,  and  many 
improvements  carried  out  during  the  year.  Twenty-eight  complaints 
involving  food  were  investigated,  and  twenty-eight  complaints  regarding 
conditions  at  food  premises  and  boarding  houses,  etc. ,  were  dealt  with. 
Inspections  were  again  carried  out  of  premises  for  which  application 
had  been  made  to  advertise  in  the  Scarborough  Holiday  Guide,  comprising 
hotels,  boarding  houses  and  holiday  flatlets. 

The  opportunity  was  taken  to  give  lectures  and  talks  on  Pood  Hygiene 
subjects  to  food  trades  personnel  and  women's  organisations.  Five 
meetings  were  attended  and  audiences  totalling  over  150  were  addressed. 
These  meetings  included  three  arranged  with  the  Scarborough  and  District 
Catering  Group  Training  Scheme  and  one  with  the  School  Meals  Service 
at  Wrea  Head.

The  two  rodent  operatives  dealt  with  619  complaints  of  infestation 
received  during  the  year„  4^367  visits  were  made  to  dwelling  houses, 
business  premises  etCo 

The  Corporation  Tip  and  allotments,  and  the  Harbour  and  piers  were 
subject  to  regular  Inspection  and  baiting.  The  sewers  in  the  Borough 
were  treated  twice  during  the  year,  the  poison  used  being  fluoraceta- 
mide. 
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The  Public  Health  inspectors  are  responsible  for  special  inspection 
of  premises  found  to  be  infested.  They  generally  supervise  the  work  of 
the  rodent  operators,  taking  charge  where  defective  drains  or  building 
structures  are  found.  Routine  visits  to  food  premises  include  a  survey 
for  rodents  and  other  insect  pests.  Twelve  notices  involving  structural 
defects  etc,  were  complied  with.
